— Th is 
city is in mourning for at least th ree 
score of h er citizens wh ose lives were 
blotted out by th e ex plosion of a boiler 
in a large sh oe m anufacturing estab­ 
lish ment in th e Campello district, con­ 
ducted by tlie It. B. Grover company . 
Th e ex plosion was immediately 
fol­ 
lowed by a flash of flame wh ich con­ 
sumed th e factory , a long, four-story 
structure, as if it were a h ouse 
of 
cards, and incinerated 
an 
unknown 
number of men and women wh o were 
unable to ex tricate th emselves from a 
mass of tangled wreckage formed by 
th e terrific unh eaval In th e boiler 
room. 
More th an h alf a h undred of 
th e employ es in th e building were 
maimed, burned or bruised by th e time 
th ey reach ed safe ground. 


H ea t D rov e Ha ck th e R ea m ers. 
Some h ad jumped 
from th e roof, 
some from windows, and oth ers h ad 
I een injured in th e mad rush to es­ 
cape from th e doomed factory , wh ich 
from all parts emitted th e intense, aw ­ 
ful h eat of an inferno, driving back 
th e band of h eroic rescuers wh o in a 
few brief moments bad performed gal­ 
lant service. 
Th e fire ex tended from 
th e factory to seven oth er buildings in 
th e vicinity and destroy ed th em. Th e 
total financial loss is sth qated at a 
quarter of a million dollars. $200,000 
of wh ich falls on th e It. B. Grover 
company . 
Th e monetary loss is near­ 
ly offset by insurance. 


R em a in* Are H orribly Hurned. 
It may never Ik* known just h ow 
many persons perish ed in th e wreck­ 
age. No one knows ex actly h ow many 
persons were in th e factory . Th e num­ 
ber lias been estimated at 400. but 
Treasurer Ch arles O. Emerson said lie 
doubted wh eth er th ere were so many 
at work. 
Two h undred and fifty sur­ 
vivors h ave been accounted for. and 
at th is w riting th d remains of fifty 
bodies h ave been recovered from ti e 
ruins. 
Fragm ents of h uman frames 
wh ich possibly migh t belong to bodies 
oth er th an th ose enumerated h ave also 
Ik'Cii found. 
Few of th e remains h ave 
been identified. 
Th e h ead in nearly 
every case is missing, and ex cept in 
rare instances it was impossible even 
to distinguish th e sex . 


H a rro w in g .Scene« ; T h rillin g Rescue*. 
Th e disaster was attended by many 
h arrowing scenes and th rilling rescues. 
For h ours h undreds of th e relatives of 
th e factory 
operatives 
besieged th e 
ruins and th e fire and police stations 
in quest of missing ones. 
Some in 
th eir violent grief and agonizing stress 
of mind collapsed. Several of th e res­ 
cuers and search ers fainted as 
th ey 
beh eld th e distressing scene. 
Th ere 
was no trace of th e body of David \Y. 
Rockwell, engineer of th e plant, wh o 
was not seen after th e ex plosion. 


Scene o f In d u stry Conv erted Into a Scen e 
o f F rig htful Suffering . 
Th e ex plosion wh l h was followed 
by such a sacrifice of life occurred 
sh ortly after th e operatives h ad settled 
down to work for tin* day . 
Suddenly 
Hit* air vibrated with th e roar. 
At th e 
same moment th e large wooden fram e 
of th e factory quivered, ah d th en th e 
rear portion of it collapsed. In a frac­ 
tion of a second th is section of th e 
great building h ad been transformed 
into a mass of iron and wood ‘wreck­ 
age. in th e midst of wh ich h uman be­ 
ings were pinioned. 
In anoth er mo­ 
ment fire h ad broken out in th e debris, 
and death by fire and suffocation be­ 
came th e fate of scores of th e opera- 
j liv es. 
I 
Sscones 
of 
h orror 
followed th e 
wrench ing apart of th e factory build­ 
ing. In th e rear th e th ree upper floors, 
weigh ted as th ey were with 
h eavy 
mach inery , collapsed. Men and women 
operatives were working 
in depart­ 
ments of th is station, h ad time but to 
turn in an attempt to flee after th e 
first dull roar wh en th e flooring sank 
beneath th em and th ey were canned 
to th e ground floor, crush ed and bruised 
amid th e mass of debris. 
Many fell 
into a veritable fiery furnace. 
Scenes 
of 
h orror 
followed 
th e 
structure eollapsisl wh en a tongue of 
flame started up from th e boiler pit 
and reach ing out as it ascended com- 
munieatiHi with th e splintered wreck­ 
age and immediately afterward with 
th e standing walls. 
Soon th e entire 
factory was in flames. 
“A crack in th e lap seam of th e boil­ 
er was responsible for th e accident,” 
said an ex pert engineer. “It was prae- 
eically impossible to detect th e crack,” 
said h e. “as it was on th e inside part 
of th e lap, running beside th e rivets.”

cried: 
‘My God, my leg is pulled off.’

were reluctantly compelled to leave th e 
poor man to bis fate. 
“Just before leaving I saw at least 
fifteen of th e imprisoned operatives, 
some already suffering untold agonies 
from th e flames wh ich were actually 
cooking th eir flesh , and oth ers watch ­ 
ing with terror-stricken ey es th e fate 
of th eir companions, knowing th at a 
moment or two would bring to th em 
similar suffering and th en death .”

Th e as­ 
sassin. wh o is about 15 y ears old. is 
Matti H jalm ar Reinikke, and obtained 
an entrance to tlie governor’s office and 
fired th ree times at h im, one bullet 
Inflicting a serious wound and

oth ers sligh tly wounding tin* govern­ 
or’s legs.

In addition 
to th eir strength and elasticity, th ey 
h av e th e p eculiar p rop erty of witb- 
ttanding great ch anges of temp erature, 
and often wh en measuring th e sun 
sp ots, alth ough th e h eat is so intense 
as to crack th e lenses o f th e microme­ 
ter eyep iece, yet th e sp ider lines are not 
in th e least injured. 
Th e th reads of th e eilkworm, al­ 
th ough of great v alue as a commercial 
p roduct are so coarse and rough com­ 
p ared with th e silk of th e sp ider th at 
th ey cannot be used in such Instru­ 
ments. 
Sp ider lines, alth ough but a fraction 
of a th ousandth of an inch in diameter, 
are made up of sev eral th ousands of 
microscop ic streams of fluid, wh ich 
unite and form a single line, and it is 
because of th is th at th ey remain true 
and round under « h e h igh est magnify­ 
ing p ower.

The Tweed, which was the 
riv er of his lifelong affections, was 
one of the worst su fferers from “bu rn­ 
ing the water” in the day s when it 
was perm itted, and it was compu ted 
that thou sands of salmon were annu al­ 
ly taken by this form of captu re. The 
water may be “bu rned” ev en now here 
and there, and in Wales a few y ears 
ago there was a short liv ed rev iv al of 
the practice.

ANIMAL PECUL IARIT IES. 


F la h 
a n d Craba T h a t Can 
Im lta ta 
T h e ir Su rro u n d In » a. 
Many insoots, birds, animals and ov en 
fish and crabs are wonderfu lly clev er 
imitators. They will take u pon them­ 
selv es the color, shape or position of 
their su rrou ndings so perfectly that 
neither friend nor enemy can discov er 
their whereabou ts. 
There is a fish to be seen in tne kelp 
beds abou t the island of Santa Catalina 
which has a clev er way of making it­ 
self Inv isible. The body is slender, with 
a pointed head and prominent ey e« . 
Along the bock is a continu ou s frill, 
which is the dorsal fin, white, opposite, 
the anal fin is equ ally ornamented. The 
fish v ary in color. Some are amber, oth­ 
ers orange or v iv id green, while some 
hav e two hu es combined, dark and light 
green or oliv e and y ellow. These pecu ­ 
liarities of form and color render the 
fish marv elou sly like the kelp leav es 
among which it seeks protection. 
A number o f these flah were placed 
in tbe tanks of the zoological gardens, 
where they might be observ ed. They 
showed great u neasiness, so m e of them 
ev en leaping from the 
tank. Another 
tank w as prepared, where the natu ral 
su rrou ndings o f the'ffsb were imitated 
as nearly as possible. 
A branch of ma- 
crocy stis, with leav es hanging in 
the 
w ater, w as su spended o v er the tank. 
The mo st uneasy o f the fish w ere placed 
in the new* ho me, and their change of 
feeling w as so o n ev ident One sw am at 
once to the kelp leav es and po ised It­ 
self, head do wnward. 
Ano ther, w ith 
head po ised upward, becam e a remark­ 
able im itatio n o f the hanging leav es In 
shape and co lo r. 
The fish m ade no 
further effo rt to escapA 
A no ther inhabitant o f the kelp beds is 
an J iv e green crab, w hich clings to the 
unuer side o f the kelp tangles. 
This 
crab 
also 
sho w ed 
great 
uneasiness 
w hen it w as placed in a tank. 
When 
the kelp w as intro duced it craw led up­ 
o n it and w as at o nce alm o st inv isible, 
so much did it resem ble the kelp leav es. 
Ano ther crab m akes Itself lo o k ex actly 
like a ro ugh sto ne. W hen it is alarmed 
it draw s up Its legs and appears a bit 
of inanim ate sto ne. 
Sev eral deep sea spiders which had 
been fo und at a depth of 8 00 feet were 
kept in a tank for sev eral w eeks. When 
taken from the dredgfng net they were 
a dark bro wn, thou gh presu mably the 
spot where they came from was so dark 
that they cou ld scarcely hav e been seen. 
Yet ev en this ty pe of apparently slu g­ 
gish life had su fficient intelligence to 
realize that in the light of the tank it 
was a conspicu ou s object, so it began 
to add seaweed to its back. The sea­ 
weed was plu cked, then passed to the 
mou th and finally attached not to th© 
back, bu t to the point of the shell abov e 
the mou th so that It fell ov er the back 
like a gorgeou s plu me, making the crab 
v ery conspicu ou s. 
Bu t when it was 
startled the plu me of seaweed wou ld 
point u pward and the crab wou ld be­ 
come a rock with a tu ft of seaweed 
growing u pon It, well calcu lated to de­ 
ceiv e the most observ ing enemy .—New 
York Herald.

And y et 
so 
v iv id Is the respo nse o f the m ind to 
a 
single no v el feature that it Is seized 
upo n at o uce by the o bserv er and re­ 
mem bered as the characteristic thing. 
H ighly div ersified as It is, It is possi­ 
ble to indicate by the use o f a v ery 
few 
details the characteristic scenery of 
Euro pe, as I fo und when I trav eled 
thro ugh it. W ild nature is pretty mu ch 
the sam e ev ery w here, with such modi­ 
ficatio ns as a tro pic, tem perate or arc­ 
tic clim ate Impo ses. 
But w here the 
hand o f man is v isible upo n it or w here 
it is anim ated by his presence a scen e 
takes at o uce tho se natio nal v ariations 
that enable y ou to Identify it as French, 
English, G erm an o r Italian. 
I tested this for my self when crossing 
tbe frontier of Germany into Ru ssia, of 
Ru ssia into Poland, of Au stria Into 
Germany again. Bey ond the NIemen 
the broad armed windmills 
grew 
scarcer, the storks gradu ally disap­ 
peared from the fields, the peasants 
seen at work there—it was the harv est 
season—wore red and blu e and maqv e 
blou ses instead of the du ll German col­ 
ors. The fields themselv es seemed wet­ 
ter, the crops scantier and the methods 
of handling them more primitiv e. That 
was Ru ssia. 
Trawling westward a few weeks 
later, the bu lbou s and garish chu rch 
domes, with their glittering Greek 
cro sses, dropped below the horizon, 
and spired Gothic chu rches, su rmou nt­ 
ed by the Latin cross, took their places. 
The straggling wooden v illages, with 
their shingled roofs and u npav ed dirt 
streets, for all the world like a town 
of the American west, gav e way to 
compact little gray hamlets, the green 
moss o n their thatched roofs telling of 
a more ancient occu pancy . The field» 
again showed careful and intelligent 
hu sbandry , and in the towns at the 
railroad statio ns I sa w caps, long ga­ 
bardines, slender figures and bearded 
anaem ic faces of the Semitic ty pe. 
That was Po land. 
A fo rtnight later I w as riding o v er 
a hilly but sm iling co untry , w ith v il­ 
lages ev ery h alf m ile, their brown 
tiled, w hite w alled co ttages co v ered 
w ith grapev ines and set among 
fruit 
trees; w ith neat little railro ad 
sta ­ 
tio ns and beer gardens abo ut them ; 
with straw hatted wo m en taking in the 
late cro ps fro m the fields; w ith y ello w 
m o nasteries cro w ning 
the hills and 
sho v el hatted priests in the fo regro und. 
It needed no div inatio n to disco v er 
that this w as an Austrian, no t a G er­ 
man, landscape. 
Ev ery 
d istinctiv e 
line 
in 
E nglish 
scenery —and T aine thinks ev ery d is­ 
tinctiv e line in English literature—w a s 
w ritten by the m o ist clim ate. 
It giv es 
the turf and fo ilage their dense green, 
leads a w ater co urse thro ugh ev ery 
field, fringes the bro o ks w ith shrub­ 
bery , bathes the landscape in a soft 
and bro o ding atm o sphere, ro bs It alto ­ 
gether of that daguerreo ty pe sharpness 
which inv ests the landscapes o f A m eri­ 
ca aud m akes any nature poem by an 
Englishm an a m isfit for the new world. 
The su n shines upo n Britain throu gh 
a clo ud. 
W hen I first crossed to 
France, after liv ing some months in 
London, the thing that impressed me 
abov e all else was the perfect su nshine 
that flooded the fields. It got into my 
notebook as a new thing. 
It is the 
only difference worth speaking of be­ 
tween an English and a Norman land­ 
scape, if y ou ex cept the mistletoe 
clu mps In the forks of the Norman 
trees. The people and the v illages are 
mu ch alike. 
I entered Italy ov er the B renner pass 
fro m 
the Ty ro l. 
The transition is 
breathless w ith the sw iftn ess of the 
change from pine to palm, dramatic 
w ith the m em o ries of the African and 
no rthern ho rdes that hav e sto o d on 
that m o untain w all and seen Italy at 
their feet. Fo r a T y ro lese landscape it 
suffices to streak the farther hills w ith 
sno w , place a v illage o f w ide eav ed 
co ttages, lo w* ro o fed and co v ered w ith 
sto nes, in the fo regro und, hav e a jo lly 
peasant in to o brief tro users sw inging 
his hat at y o u fro m the hillside and 
fill the air w ith the so und o f running 
waiter “ and m urm uring o f innum erable 
bees.” 
Fo r an Italian landscape—at 
least 
fo r 
the 
Lo mbard 
landscapes, 
which I kno w’ th e best—y o u m ust hav e 
the grapev ines 
hanging in 
festo o ns 
fro nt the 
m ulberry 
trees, 
the co rn 
standing betw een the trees and the 
blue, sw ift w ater fro m the A lps m o v ­ 
ing alo ng the riv er co urses o r running 
thro ugh the trenches. Yo u sho uld hav e 
red tiled v illas, tall, square church to w ­ 
ers; fragm ents of ruined city w’alls, the 
stiff forms of the cedar and the Lo m ­ 
bardy po plar and “ the long w hite road” 
of the Latin po ets, these and the eter­ 
nal go ld o f sunshine which declares 
that, like their children, the gods lov e 
Ita ly -C . B. F. in N ew Yo rk Mail.

Upward of six ty species of East In­ 
dian plants, mostly of tlie fern family , 
with a goodly sprinkling of grasses 
and creeping vines, are luminous, and 
It is said that the sides of the moun­ 
tains in the vicinity of Cy ree are 
nightly illuminated by the pale, white 
light which they emit.

Th e ev angelist was besieged with con­ 
gratu lations and bis broad smile and 
tbe h appy ligh t in h is ey es sh owed h is 
pleasu re in th e resu lts of h is labors, 
bis lov e for th e people of Dix on and 
h is gratitu de for th e demonstration 
on th e part of tbe people. 


Tbe first resu lt of tbe meetings is a 
body of 1,354 oonv er:s to cbrlstian ity .

Th e u plift wh ich tbe com­ 
mu nity h as receiv ed spiritu ally and 
morally assu res a h ome for th e y ou ng 
men wh ere cbrlstian influ ences will 
su rrou nd th em, wh ere th ey will h av e 
a meeting place, a clu b, a place to 
read and stu dy to train mind and 
body and spirit, a place wh ere th e 
natu ral fellowsh ip in all y ou ng men 
may not lead th em into ev il and u n­ 
manly way s. 
Th e total attendance at th e after­ 
noon and ev ening meetings foots u p 
147,200# - Th is does not inclu de th e 
nu mber th at attended th e forenoon 
cottage pray er meetings. Abou t 25 
of th ese were h eld for eigh t different 
mornings, making 200 and bringing 
th e total nu mber of meetings u p to 
278 . 
Rev . Honey well condu cted or 
preach ed at 6 different meetings be­ 
sides attending one of tbe pray er 
meetings each morning. Mrs. Su nday 
condu cted 3 meetings, one of th em 
being for women only . Miss Pox on 
cendu cted one women’s meeting and 
one meeting for ch ildren.

Tbe money ph ase of th e qu estion 
h as no application to resu lts or moral 
u plift wh ich th e commu nity h as re­ 
ceiv ed ex cept to sh ow th at th e people 
bav e been ready and willing to meet 
th e ex penses incident to th e meetings. 
It now rests with th e citizens of Dix ­ 
on to make a certain ph ase of th e 
work permanent by bu ilding a h ome 
for th e Y. M. C. A.

that Mr. Sunday’s mission is to make 
the common truths of the Bible ap­ 
pear real and v ital. Tbat the Bible 
is to him, in its entirety, the Word of 
God, and therefore indisputably true 
and the oourt of final appeal, is v ery 
ev ident; and tbat it is the only cor­ 
rect standard of faith and practice 
is made v ery plain In all of bis dis­ 
courses. It seems to be his mission to 
expound with remarkable dearness 
the fundamental doctrines of the 
Scriptures and to fasten with foroe his 
deductions in the minds of bis bearers. 


HIS EQUIPMENT. 


For the work of an ev angelist. Mr. 
Sunday is possessed of an equipment, 
physical, mental and spiritual, second 
to no one, we think, wbo is now in the 
field. 
His physical dev elopment is 
that of an athlete, brought to the 
highest perfection as a champion on 
the base ball field. A man not only of 
muscular strength, bat of 
nerv ous 
power, and magnetic foroe. 
Mentally, be is a brainy man, one 
of our leading lawyers says the 
brainiest man that has struck this 
city for many a year. 
His mind is 
quiok, activ e, analytic, logical, and 
witbal he Is a most admirable judge 
of human natlire, a natural endow, 
ment tbat bas been wonderfully de 
v eloped by bis constant contact with 
all olasses of men. 
Added to this be 
bas an almost faultless memory of 
men, places, and Incidents, 
which 
giv es him an inexbaustab’e store of 
anecdote mid Incident from wbicb to 
draw for illustration. 
Spiritually, while not subjected to 
long training in theological schools, 
he is eminently ev angelical. 
His 
knowledge of the Bible is acquired not 
alone by a close study of the text 
but by a spiritual disoernment wbicb 
enables 
him to 
appropriate and 
assimilate tbe spiritual truths wbicb 
underlie the text. 
To him Obrlst 
seems to be 
a 
conscious, 
liv ing 
entity, 
present at all tlmea, with 
whom be can bold as unrestricted and 
informal Intercourse as with a human 
companion. 


HIS METHODS. 


Mr. Sunday’s methods are striking. 
While perhaps not sensational, they 
are sometimes certainly startling. 
They hav e in some cases elicited 
strictures ev en from Mr. Sunday’s 
friends. He hesitates not to use tbe 
phrasiology of the hobo if thereby be 
oan tbe more clearly present to the 
hobo’s mind tbe truth he is endeav or­ 
ing to fasten there with sledge ham­ 
mer blows. There is a method in bis 
occasional use of language that grates 
harshly on refined ears, and before the 
lwork has progressed v ery far we are 


I ed to see that bis methods reach cer­ 
tain elements in our midst that 
certainly it seems impossible to reach 
in any otber way. But wblie bis dis­ 
courses hav e all been full of v igoroi a 
t lougbt, most v ehemently expressed, 
with ev ery ounce of power at his com­ 
ic tnd, they hav e dbt all been loaded 
with 
siang or 
touched 
in 
tbe 
language of the gutter. 
Very far 
from it. His most attentiv e audiences 
will bear us out in tbe assertion that 
his thoughts hav e largely been v oiced 
in purest Anfelo Saxon speech. It has 
been bis aim to rev eal the truth as he 
sees it to alt Classes of men. 
While 
bisshafts bav ebeen soslmply fashioned 
that they hav e reached the the hearts 
of children, they hav e been so deftly 
feathered that they hav e found a 
permanent lodgment in the minds of 
tbe mature and cultured. At times 
bis appeals hav e reached tbe height of 
eloquence, and nev er bis be failed to 
oonv tnce his hearers of his sincerity. 
One 
thing 
has 
been 
peculiar 
throughout 
the whole mov ement. 
Whlleitbe speaker has held spell-bound 
the attention of tbe largest audiences 
tbat hav e ev er assembled in Dixon; 
(and in this he has displayed a most 
wonderful power) and while he has 
thrown into the portrayal of truth all 
the arts of a practiced actor, he has 
almost nev er appealed to the emo 
tionai nature of his hearers, and so 
his work has been free from tbe ele­ 
ment of excitement in rev iv als so 
often subjeot to objection. He has 
recognized and emphasized the fact 
tbat so far as man’s work in bis 
ow d 
salv ation is concerned, tbe will is 
paramount, and tbat feeling or im­ 
pulse should be held in the back 
ground. His appeals, while persuasiv e, 
hav e been logical appeals to the ret 
soning powers, and so among tbe 
crowds tbat hav e cjme to tbe front in 
response to his inv itations, there hav e 
been v ery few 
with 
tear-bedewed 
eyes; but most of thise wbo hav e tak­ 
en the band of tbe speaker hav e done 
so with firmly set lips and determined 
tread which showed tbat tbesurrend 
er of self to tbe leading of Christ was 
an act of deliberation—a matter well 
thought out, the result of a conv iction 
of right and a cool determination to 
do the right as it should be rev ealed 
to them. 
THE RESULTS 
Of course it is too early to begin to 
calculate or attempt to forecast tbe 
results of tbe series of meetings tbat 
hav e Just closed the work of Mr. Sun­ 
day In our community; but there are a 
few of the immediate dev elopments 
that are apparent to almost ev ery ob 
serv ant mind. To some of these we 
would allude. 
We think it bis been dearly demon­ 
strated that down deap in the hearts 
of nearly all-rich and poor, high and 
low, oultured and igorant, old and 
young, upright or immoral-there is a 
religions instinct, a desire for some 
thing better, and a readiness to listen 
to a message of truth if brought by a 
master mind backed by a heart pulsat­ 
ing with sympathy and sincerity. A 
mountebank could hav e caught the 
crowd and held them for a few ev en- 
ngs. A man with an inferior message, 
by skillful presentation could hav e 
gained a respectable hearing among 
certain classes for many nights per 
haps; but what man on any other theme 
oould hav e secured increasing crowds 
two or throe times a day far four and 
a half weeks, crowds so large that the 
speoially erected building for the ac­ 
commodation of between 3,000 and 
4,000 people was freqnentJy taxed to 
its fullest capacity, and up to the v ery 
last, hundreds could not gain admit­ 
tance; when neither the disoomfort of 
sitting for nearly six hours, or the 
greater discomfort of standing three 
hours, hor tbe sev erest storms pre 
sented sufficient obstacles to keep 
men, women or children away. What 
other mao or what otber message 
could bring people not only from all 
parts of this and adjoining counties, 
but from neighboring states, and pro­ 
duce 
the most earnest discussion 
wherev er the newspaper reports of 
the meetings hav e been carried. Ev f. 
dentiy, one of tbe first and most ap­ 
parent effects of the work is that it 
has aroused thought. 
A man who 
oan thus arouse attention anji set the 
thinking machines of whole communi­ 
ties in motion is no common man. 
He has aroused the dormant con­ 
sciences and increased the activ ities 
of listless church members, and thus 
added mightily to the working forces 
of the v arious Christian churches. We 
think he has giv en pointers to most of 
our clergymen by which they iv Ul 
hereafter be able to better handle the 
truths committed to their charge and 
more readily secure the co-operation 
of the members of their sev eral socl- 
etiee in tbe spiritual -work of the 
church. 
He has aroused the mora sense of 
the oommnnity and elev ated its moral 
, standard. He has held up sin In all 
I Its glaring hideousness until It has 
looked lothesome to some wbo hav e 


hitherto looked upon it with a smile. 
He has struck telling blows at some 
of the pet ev ils of our day in a way to 
obeck many a young man and woman 
whose footsteps were treading on the 
borders of temptation. He has shown 
that amusements may be healthful or 
hurtful, and tbat a discriminating 
choice should be made of such as 
lead not to tbe destruction of the 
highest attributes of men and women. 
He bas caused professing Christians 
to promise to abandon amusements 
wherein may lurk the serpent of sin. 
He bas demonstrated that people are 
ready to respond most generously to a 
direct appeal for a worthy object 
without hav ing to resort to question­ 
able methods of raising money. 
He has shown tbat regeneration of 
h)artistbe most prolific parent of. 
reformation of life and through tbe 
aroused consciences of tome of his 
hearers bas secured tbe restoration of 
things wrongfully possessed. 
While 
righteousness of life has been extolled, 
it has been placed on the foundation 
of faith in Christ. 
As to tbe permanency of the work 
accomplished through Mr. Sunday in 
Dixon; time alone will test that, as it 
has tested the work wrought through 
him in other places during tbe past 
decade or more. That some will fall 
beneath temptation is to be looked 
for and should not militate against 
the genuine greatness of bis work No 
physician of large practice has been 
able tosav e all the patients that hav e 
come under his treatment. If, at the 
end of the next year, or two or three 
years, a large majority (as In other 
places) of the conv erts of the last few 
weeks remain true to their promise 
Dixon will hav e abundant cause to be 
thankful for tbe adv ent Of William A. 
Bunday.
